Shopkeep- 
ers and trader? of «very kind expect 
big profits here, and exact them. 
Wages are out of proportion even to 
tho price of food, except at this season, 
when there are plenty of 'broken' 
mineraprowling about glad of work 
whicli may keep them tiU spring,wheii 
,they may,try,their luck.^gain.. Wages

A very small area of Yancobver Is- 
land, in proportion to its size is -anit- 
able for agtiiiultuiee.: »It iaJika a part- 
ly submerged mountain range, and 
shows only here and there a atrip of 
level land near the coast. .In tbe^ in- 
terior, so far as is known, there is ab- 
[eblutely no' level cbiinliry. " VWiai land*

irich. It stretches from Victoria' north- 
ward beyond Nanaimo to Cpmox,with 
occasional interruptions, and is only 
partly taken up, and in general by a 
very poor class of settlers. These 
menrscaroely.-'in'most'instaiwes, de- 
serve the name of farmers. They are 
lazy, and do not manure or take care 
of their land, but expect to make 
their fortunes out of a few bushels of 
grain and a ton or two of bay. Many 
of thein have taken up with Iiidian 
women, and live in dirt and misery 
surrounded by a mongrel brood. 
What they do raise they get good pri- 
ces for. and it only requires a little 
energy to make the Island now, and 
for a long.timd.t&%Q£at|,:^ri|tll-f^^^ 
ing. No large lumbep^iniira^re, now 
running on the Jsland. T^e coal 
mines are thriving,' for though the 
United States tariff operates against 
them, the ooal is by long odds the 
best on the opast, and the duty is not 
a serious item where" tUe' prices ob- 
taineid : are so ' high ar ttibse ruling - : at 
San Fraucisco. Some email attempts 
at copper mining made years ago are 
all now abandoned, A considerable 
quantity of gold was obtained at 
Leech Kiver, not far inland-from Vic- 
toria, some years since. These dig- 
gings are now supposed to be worked 
out, though some people say that more 
attention would be given to them if 
they were farther off. Near the 
mouth of (be Fraser Biver there is a 
large tract of fiat land^ which might 
be tributary to Victoria. I believe 
there are consideritble araai' Iifie still 
open'lo settlcbaent, but muc^ of the 
land is subject to overflow at certain 
seasons, and there is also a good deal 
of woodland} s^iprojeob 'for. dyking 
the lowland . waa> defeated- recen tly i n 
the Local House. This would, if car- 
ried out, reclaim a large area of the 
very richest soil. The country cover- 
ed by a heavy growth of cedar and 
Douglas pine might almost as wall 
not mctbete iniao far iad.'' iijgadulture 
is concerned, as the labor of felling 
the trees is so great, and the huge 
stumps would remain for fifty or a 
hundired years. By superhuman ex- 
ertions, they manage to grub them up 
when making a road. 

The Casca^de Range forma a 'com- 
plete barrier between tho coast and 
interior region of British Columbia, 
The only travelled line through these 
mountains is by the valley, or rather 
gorge, of the Fraser river. The river

The interior region as a whole, 
however,has been for what little pros- 
perity it baa retaiiied during thei last 
few years, practically dependent on 
the money put in circulation by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Surveys. 

Tho Cassiar diggings are now at- 
tracting a j^ood deal of attention. No 
other'mining ' except that for gold is 
carried on-iuauy part of the mainland, 
much of which has tho appearance, 
however, of being a rich mineral 
country, and the air ia thick with re- 
ports Qf the existence of metallic de- 
posits here, there and everywhere.

be good, are known,Dut lie idle ov,'ing 
to quarrels among shareholders Ac. If 
it was oiioe really known when the Paciflo

\70uld be given to the whole Province, 
The present state of doubt and uncer- 
tainty ruins everything, and has been 
long drawn, and must apparently soon 
result iu change of some sort.
